W estern Minnesota towns were made 
through Mankato and the local opera 
tor said that the Mankato operator 
could not ling any of th** towns west 
of there on account of the storm. 
The Great North* rn dispatcher at 
W illm ar said that ii bad rained hea\ 
fly, about two inches of rain falling. 
The storm had been heaviest between 
Kerkhoven and W illm ar and tile wire- 
were dow n west of Benson. There was 
a strong wind which uprooted trees 
aud blew out shop windows at Benson 
and other tow us. 


Prostrated Telephone Poles. 


The storm seemed to center between 
Clon!arf and 
la* 
Graff. 
Telephone 
poles were snapped off aud the wires 
were down. 
Brookings, S. D., reports a heavy 
rain and wind storm, but no damage. 
Huron, S. IL. reports rain and wind, 
hut only slight damage. 
These were 
tho only towns that could be reached 
by w ire at all and only with difficulty, 
while others could 
not 
be reached 
either by telegraph or telephone. 
The operators on the Omaha road 
at Mankato reported to the local office 
that the electrical storm was general 
through W estern Minnesota, but they 
were unable to get any answer from 
W atertow n or any of the towns in 
that direction. 


Grand Forks, N. D., Ju ly 6.— M ich­ 
igan, Nelson county, was in tho cen­ 
ter of a terrific hail storm which has 
worked great havoc over a strip of 
territory about five miles north and 
six miles south of that city. For seven 
minutes hail stones varying in size 
from that of marbles to liens’ eggs 
fell and when the deluge was over 
ice lay on the ground to a depth of 
two inches, while oil the platform of 
the Great Northern depot the hail­ 
stones piled up to a depth of fourteen 
inches under the eaves.

the stones smashed 
windows and did other damage of that 
nature, but no reports have been re­ 
ceived of any one being Injured.

believed that the crops were complete­ 
ly destroyed by the force of the hail.

The recent semi-centennial celebra­ 
tion which was held by Swedish Luth­ 
erans at Rock Island, 111., was perhaps 
the most notable gathering of Swed- 
ish-Amerieans that has ever been held 
in this country. 
In a sense it was an 
international gathering, for there were 
present 
representatives 
from 
the 
Swedish government in the persons of 
Bishop von Scheele and Rector Magnif- 
Jeus Bohunk of the University of Up- 
sala. 
It is a significant thing that the 
king of Sweden sent official represen­ 
tatives to this meeting and shows that 
in Sweden they Ti gard the Augustana 
synod as a branch of the state church 
of Sweden. 
The Lutheran church in 
America 
is, 
however, 
totally 
inde­ 
pendent of the state church in Sweden, 
while the two church* s entertain the 
same faith 
Through th** Augustana 
synod and its many colleges and the 
mother institution at Rock Island the 
Swedish language lias taken new life 
iii America. 
The pastors of Hie Au- 
gustana synod speak tin* Swedish lan­ 
guage 
perfectly, 
although 
iii 
many 
churches I ho two languages are used. 
iii other words, the Augustana synod 
stands prepared to take care of its 
own English missions in America. The 
Denkmann family, through its dona­ 
tion of a $150,000 library to Augustana 
college and the raising of a jubilee 
fund amounting to not less than $250,- 
000, lins placed the college in a posi­ 
tion to do university work and the 
tim** will soon come when full univer­ 
sity courses will be established. There 
were over IO,Otto people present at the 
celebration and greetings were cabled 
to both President Taft and King (Jus- 
taf V. of Sweden. 
Bishop Scheele has 
announced that after his death his 
valuable library will be sent to Au­ 
gustana college. 
The Swedish-Ann iran Male Ghrous, 
which is now touring Sweden, is hav­ 
ing a splendid success and is being 
enthusiastically received wherever it 
appears. 
Tile appearance of a Swed- 
ish-Amcriean Male Chorus in Sweden 
will do much to further cement the 
friendship between America and tile 
land of the midnight sun. 
While the 
Swedish songs that are being ren­ 
dered create much 
enthusiasm the 
singing of tin* old war songs ot Amer­ 
ica bring forth ripples of applause and 
wherever ti)** boys who carry the Stars 
and Stripes in their hands appear there 
is no end of cheering. The Swedish- 
American 
singers have 
shown one 
thing to the old fatherland. They have 
not forgotten the old songs aud they 
sing these songs in America and they 
are well received. 
So many thousands 
of Swedes 
have 
emigrated to this 
country that it is but natural that 
they have brought some of their tradi­ 
tions and customs with them. 
Some­ 
thing that the Swedes have brought 
to this country in generous measure 
are the Swedish songs and they have 
proven so popular of late years that 
they are in great demand on all pub­ 
lic occasions. 
There is vim and a 
snail to Swedish chorus work which 
cannot be excelled by any other na­ 
tionality and the appearance of the 
Swedish American Male Chorus in the 
principal cities of Sweden is, there­ 
fore, of great interest to people on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 
Colonel
